Edward Lee Howard, 42, grew up in New Mexico 
reading James Bond novels. He later became a Peace 
Corps volunteer in Colombia and a CIA officer inl981. 
Fired in 1983 for failing a polygraph test, he was 
accused in October 1985 of selling secrets to KGB 
i agents in Austria. He turned up in the Soviet Union in 
1986. There he lived in a brick dacha outside Moscow 
- and a spacious apartment downtown. In 1992, he 
applied for a residence permit in Sweden but was turned down when 
police said he had continued to spy — even after the KGB’s dissolution — 
for Russia. 

Karl F. Koecher, a Czech, obtained a 

CIA job as a translator and analyst in 

1973. He passed lists and photographs 

of CIA employees to Moscow until being 

caught in 1984, and was considered 

one of the most destructive moles ever 

to penetrate the CIA. Curiously for a 

couple in a secretive occupation, he

sex parties and orgies in New York and Washington. In 1986, he was 
released to East Germany in a swap for a Soviet dissident. 
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H Larry Wu-Tai Chin was a CIA translator, caught in 
November 1985 and convicted three months later of 
passing secrets to China. While awaiting sentencing, he 
killed himself in the Loudoun County, Va„ jail by placing 
a plastic bag over his face. 
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Sharon Scranage, right, a CIA clerk who worked in 1 
Ghana, was arrested in July 1985 for spying. She 
pleaded guilty to revealing classified information about 
CIA operatives in Ghana. 

Former CIA agent David H. Barnett was sentenced to 18 years in prison 
in 1980 to spying for the KGB between 1976 and 1979 while based in 
Indonesia. Barnett admitted exposing the identities of 30 U.S. agents. 

j CIA officer William P. Kampiles, 23 at the time of his 
' arrest in 1978, was convicted of selling a technical 
manual describing a "Big Bird” photographic satellite 
that spied on the Soviet Union. The one-time altar 
boy had wanted to be a covert agent, but found his 
job routing message traffic to be boring. When he 
didn’t get a transfer after a year, he quit, walking off 
with the top-secret manual. Convicted later in 1978, 
he was sentenced to 40 years in prison. The loss of the manual, not 
noticed for a year by the CIA, led to a review of security procedures.
